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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment received 12/27/04 has been entered. Claims 5, 6 and 16-29 remain 
pending in this application. The amendments to the claims and Applicants' Remarks/Arguments 
have overcome the objections and rejections recited in the prior Office action. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5, 6 and 16-29 are; and are renumbered as 1-16 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to methods for driving a plasma display device. Each 
independent claims 5, 6, 16, and 21 identifies the uniquely distinct features: an address electrode 
(1), a first display electrode (2), a second display electrode (3a and 3b), a metal electrode (or a 
third electrode) (4), and a short pulse voltage (Va5), or a potential difference that is being reverse 
to polarity of a sustain pulse voltage (Vx, Vy) during a sustaining operation period (C) is applied 
to an electrode, which is specifically defined in independent claims 5, 6, 16, or 21 (see figures 1 
and 2). The closest in prior art, Akiba (JP 1 1-312470), and Eo et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,317,105) 
disclose conventional Plasma display devices and methods, either singularly or in combination, 
fails to anticipate or render the above identified limitations, which are in combination with other 
claimed limitations obvious.
